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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 3, 5, and 9-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As per independent 
claim 1 , the prior art does not teach the refrigerator unit combination as amended, and in 
particular the combination of a first output unit configured to output the quantity of the air 
ventilated by the ventilation unit based on the ventilation data recorded by the recording unit, the 
acquisition unit having an opening degree detecting device and a transmitting device, the 
opening degree detecting device being configured to detect the opening degree based on a 
movement amount of the opening/closing member and the transmitting device being configured 
to transmit the movement amount of the opening/closing member to the opening degree 
detecting device.
